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Flood Waters Bring Death and Devasta- 
tion at Erie, Pa., When Dam Gives 
Way During Fearful Cloudburst

Erie, 
Pa., Aug. 4.—Coroner D. S. 
Hanley, shortly before noon today, esti- 
mated that fifty persons perished in 
last night's cloud burst and flooû. 


Mayor Stem, at 10 o'clock, said the 
numbèr probably would not exceed 25, 
but after a survey of the debris and 
diecking over a list of missing, Coroner 
Hanley raised the estimate to fifty. 


Although 
Coroner 
Hanley's 
figures 
were based 
largely 
upon 
the list of 
missing, many of whom were later lo- 
cated, he did not lower his estimate as 
these names came in, and other city offi- 
cials were inclined to accept his esti- 
mate as the most accurate yet made. 


Eighteen bodies had been recovered up 
to noon, of which ten had been identi- 
fied. 
. 


Mayor Stem has made a request for 
a company of the Sixteenth regiment of 
the Pennsylvania 
National 
Guard to 
patrol the ruined section of the city. 


The flood, caused by the overflow of 
Mill creek, following the bursting of 
the Glenwood dam, swept through a 
section of the city a block in widtli 
and a mile long, killing perhaps fifty 
persons and causing property loss es- 
timated at $3,000,000.

The rescue forces of police, firemen 
and life-savers were augmented, during 
thç day by civilian volunteers and prep- 
arations were made to work by arti- 
ficial light during the night. 


Great Barriers in Street. 


The immense piles of wreckage formed 
barriers from fifty to seventy feet high 
in' the mile course of the flood through 
the city's business section and the task 
before thé workers is a tremendous one. 
Some buildings were totally demolished, 
while others were . tossed A'irtually in- 
tact upon the liiUs between which the 
torrent rushed. 


The bodies of some of the victims 
were found a mile Irom the spot wiuic 
they were caught by the rush of water 
and it is considered likely that some 
were carried out into the lake. 


Canvass for Missing, 
A systematic canvass of the city for 
persons reported missing was begun by 
the police at noon. 


Erie citizens responded generously to 
the call for funds for the suffering and 
homeless issued by Mayor Stern. 
The 
mayor announced that a thorough inves- 
tigation of the disaster will be made, 
calling attention to the fact that warn- 
ing of the danger from Mill creek had 
been given in 1913 when it overflowed 
its banks and caused some loss of life. 
Work Thronghont Night. 
The entire police and fire forces of 
the city worked throughout the night 
on the ruins recovering 14 bodies from 
an area that 
included 
approximately 
one-half of the devastated district. The 
men ^worked 
under the 
direction 
of 
Mayor W. K. Stern and the four mem- 
bers of the city council. 


The district swept by the flood ex- 
tends from 
Twenty-sixth 
street 
and 
French street, in the uptown business 
section to Tenth and State streats, a 
distance of about a mile.

Perrin was discovered a prisoner m 
the vault about riftewn minutes later, in 
a state of temporary insanity as the re- 
sult of his experience.

The robber is believerf to have been 
in the building all night. 
Perrin was 
in the 'bank at 6:30 a. m. to get out 
currency shipments for the banks of 
neighboring towns and had just opened 
the outer door of thn vault when the 
man steppefl before him, held a revol- 
ver to his head and ordered him to open 
the remaining doors, which he did.

mile gale. 


Nearly, three inches of rain fell in four 
hours at Sandy Hook, where a south 
eastern lashed the ocean into fury. Ves- 
sels were held up at the harbor entrance 
and during the height of the gale a 
small schooner, the 
M. V. B. Chase, 
from Chester to Norfolk, with plaster, 
went to the bottom. The (^ptain and a 
sailor were drowned in a small boat. 
Coast guards rescued the other four 
members of the crew.

South Bend, Ind., Aug. 4.—"Thè mayor 
of South Bend has no right to revoke a 
liquor license. 
The sole authority 
is 
given to the county commissionerà, to 
whom the power is delegated." 


This Opinion 
was 
given 
by Jud|;c 
George Ford, of the superior court, in 
the case of Edward Keller, adiuinistra- 
tor of the estate df the late Williajn 
Bivans, against the city of South Bend. 
The decision is of great importance, not 
only to South ' Bend, but every 
othei 
city in Indiana. 


The plaintiff sought to have the city 
restrained from revoking' the license of 
the saloon.. Judge Ford held that Mayor 
Fred W. Keller had no ri^ht to inter- 
vene in a case over which the probate' 
court had authority. 


The plea i n , ab^^tement filed by the 
city, seeking to show, that Keller, the 
administrator, had no right to ask for 
a restraining order, as he had transfer- 
red the property to William Myers, of 
this city, was overruled by the court. 


In the same manner a demurrer was 
eliminated. 
When 
the

concluded Judge Ford said, "Gentlemen, 
I had intended to spend my vacation in 
my back yard, but since this case came 
up I have searched the law. 


"The county commissioners, and they 
alone, have the sole right to grant and 
revoke liquor licenses.

he 
must first 
show the right by statute. He has none 
to substantiate his claim."

Fort Wayne sch6ol officials and four- 
teen townships have filed their statis- 
tical reports with D. 0. McComb, super- 
intendent of the schools of Allen county, 
shoAving the amount of money on hand 
> foi- the opening of the fall term of school 
and all other 
information 
concerning 
the Schools in the county.. The other 
six townships will report within the next 
few days. 
' According to the figures submitted by 
Treasurer William H. Shambaugh, of 
the city school board, the board has a 
total of $235,517.39 with which to start 
the 
year. 
The 
total 
from 
tuitions 
amounts to $128,041.09 and the special 
school fund is $107,476.30. 


During the year 8,229 pupils were en 
rolled in the Fort Wayne schools, while 
the average daily attendance was 6,677. 
The teachers in the city schools "were 
paid $180,461.94 last year and $54,833.83 
was paid out for books, apparatus, fuel 
and other essentials for the upkeep of 
the schools, making a total expenditure 
of $235,295.77. The average cost of each 
pupil in the common schools to the city 
for the year was $32.24. 
The teachers 
in the High and Manual Training school 
were paid a total of $51301.24 and add- 
ing to this the expenditures for fuel, 
books and upkeep of the building makes 
a total expenditure at the high school 
of $67,198.44 and an average cost for 
each pupil for the year of $72.26.

Easier for Tenant to Ob- 
serve Moratorium Than 
to Pay in Paris. 


Paris, July 
25,— (Correspondence 
or 
the Associated Press.)—For the fourth 
time Since the beginning of the war the 
hopes of Parisian landlords have been 
deferred by the extension of the period 
for the payment of obligations. 
The 
average tenant finds it easier to ob- 
serve the moratorium than to pay. The 
tax collector 
knows 
no 
moratorium, 
ho\vever, and the comer grocer and the 
butcher are doing business on a strictly 
cash basis, so the man whose Parisian 
Gfitate brings him in only what he re- 
quires to live on is worse off than the 
man who has no property at all. 
The 
latter may apply to some of the. relief 
organizations; the owner of an apart- 
ment house, however, would be turned 
away. 


Out of a total of 80.044 apartment 
houses in Paris, according to the cen- 
sus of 1911. 67,723 brought in a total 
revenue of less than $2,400 yearly, while 
47,5.56 produced a net income 
of less 
than ,$1,200 a year. 
Nearly every one 
of the buildings bringing an income of 
$iî,4f)0 or less are inhabited by families 
that pay less than $200 a year rent 
each and consequently are able to oc- 
cupy their apartm^ents «to long as the 
moratorium continue» without paying a

While the moratorium decree allows 
landlords to pursue the

rents in case the tenant is able to pay, 
thi- burden of proof is upon them and 
is so difficult that almost wherever it 
is tried the result is only an accumu- 
lation of costs on top of the accumu- 
lated rent. 


No one pays rent willingly, even if 
they are able to do so, for the reason 
that most of the modestly situated ten- 
ants expect a compromise, imposed by 
law, in the end, as was done after the 
war of 1870-71. 


"My neighbor doesn't pay," they say, 
"because he wants to get the benetit 
of any reduction that may be made in 
the end; if I pay and a compromise is 
effected after the war, the landlord cer- 
tainly won't return me any money." 


It is proposed that the city and the 
state each assume a share of this ac- 
cumulated btirden, while requiring the 
landlords to make concessions on their 
part, excepting 
in the case of tenants 
who are well able to pay. 
Some land- 
lords anticipating 
such 
intervention, 
have either reduced or remitted entirely 
the rentals of some of their tenants.

and a few meagre belongings. 


Rescue 'RTork .Perilous. 


The darkness, the danger of broken 
electric wires and the twenty-five mile 
cm-rent of the flood made the work of 
rescue extremely perilous. 
The body 
of John Higgins, washed up at Sixth and 
Herman streets, was the only body re- 
covered at daylight. 


The life-saving crews from the Lake 
Erie shore and the members of the naval 
militia have already started the search 
for others known to have been swept 
away. 


The narrow escape of Fire Chief Mc- 
Mahon, with four firemen, in a success- 
ful attempt to rescue three women, led 
to the report of their death, but they 
jumped to safety 
from second 
story 
windows as the house was washed away 
from under them. 


Passenger Trains Stalled. 


The washing out of the main line oi 
the New York Central and the Penn- 
sylvania railroads stalled 
a dozen or 
more passenger 
trains 
here, with no 
prospect of their departure for a couple 
of days. 


One crowded 
train 
bound for New 
York was brought to a stand on the 
viaduct forty feet over the path of Mill 
creek, and 
those on board 
for hours 
watched houses 
and 
household goods 
swept down the torrent. 
The rush of 
the water down 
State 
street 
flooded 
nearly every store on the thoroughfare 
and 
floating 
wreckage 
added to the 
damage by smashing hundreds of dis- 
play 
windows. 


Rain Throughout Night. 


Throughout the night the torrent of 
rain continued with only brief intervals 
of clear weather. 
Only the wide mouth 
of the creek at the lake shore prevented 
a much more serious devastation. Piles 
of debris on the streets intersecting the 
path of the flood were heaped up fif- 
teen feet high in some cases, and sim- 
ilar filth was shed into homes along the 
course of the stream, caused 
perhaps 
the greatest items of damage. 
A dozen 
of the large plants in the city will be 
closed down for ten days or two weeks, 
until the machinery in the 
first 
floors 
can be cleared away. 


Stretches of Mill creek had been cov- 
ered over in several places and homes 
and factories had been built over the 
ordinarily 
quiet 
streams, 
wreckage 
lodged in those culverts and caused the 
water to back up until it spread fai 
over each bank. 


Firemen Are Heroes. 


Early this morning, as details of the 
disaster began to collect, the story of 
Firemen 
Speery and Bates stood out 
among the score of heroic acts. 
Taking 
a girl from her home on the creek bank 
they started down the telephone pole, 
which had enabled them to reach her, 
when the house fell against the pole 
and all three were swept into the swift 
current. 
A block farther down, the trio 
were pulled out of the stream by the 
almost 
Buper-human 
efforts 
of other 
firemen.

This golf course is not for doctors and 
attendants employed in the asylum. Its 
for patients. 


Dr. H. J. Gahagan, superintendent of 
the Institution, 
has hit upon golf a s a 
cure for insanity. 


Patients of every type will be taught to 
jilay. 


The idea is part of a new theory in the 
handling 
of 
insanity 
cases, the 
theory 
being that outdoor life will work wonders 
where confinement simply makes cases of 
dementia more aggrravated. 


All methods of restraint in the handling 
of patients, even those of the acutely dis- 
turbed class, have been abolished at the 
Elgin asyhim. 
Cure by kindness is the 
basis of the new method. 


So tennis racquets, golf sticks, baseball 
bats and croquet mallets a r e taking the 


place of straight Jackets, handcuffs and 
solitary confinement rooms. 
Tennis and 
croquet courts and a baseball 
diamond 
have already be^n laid out. Patients are 
using them. 
Dr. Gahagan says the be- 
havior of patients is 50 per cent, better 
than when the men and 
women—there 
are 2,045 jat the asylum—are confined be- 
hind barred windows. 


"Insane persons are a good deal like 
children," Dr. Gahagan told me. 
"They 
will fight for the things that are denied 
them. 
But if these things are not denied 
them, t^ey stop 
fighting. 


"Under the old system patients of the 
atfutely disturbed class were 
placed in 
straight jackets or in solitary 
confine- 
ment. 
Some w^re fastened to benches so 
they could not move hands or feet. 
Now 
we handle these 
cases 
by putting the 
ratients in cold and warm packs or in 
cold or "warm water baths. 
That treat- 
ment soothes. 


"When a patient who had been unruly 
had been fastened to a bench, under the 


eld system of treatment, he pulled and 
tugged trying to get free. 
He wore him- 
self out. 
Even then his mind was set on 
freedom and he kept saying to himself: 
'I'll get out of this yet.' 
That wearied 
his brain. 
All this has been done away 
with. 


"A woman patient may tear her clothes. 
We do not restrain her by 
tieing her 
bands. 
If she tears one dress nurses put 
another on her. 
If she tears that another 
is put on her. 
Finally, when she realizes 
no one cares if she tears her clothes, s^e 
stops. 


"I think golf 
is going to be a great 
curative. 
It will be better than 
tennis 
or croquet, for in those games the player 
is confined to the court. 
At golf there 
will be 75 acres of beautiful scenery over 
which the patient 
may roam. 
Batting 
the ball around the course will di\^ert his 
mind, and that's Important. 


"Golf will be a stimulant to the 
de- 
pressed, melancholic patient and a seda- 
tive to the acfutely disturbed.

"The walk over the course, the breath- 
ing of fresh air and other exercise at- 
tendant to the game will give 
patients 
better

"Of course, patients on the golf course 
will be attended, but jXast think of the 
effect of being allowed to stroll in the 
fresh air over a beautiful plot of ground, 
compared to being cooped up in a build- 
ing. 


"I'll tell you just how strong I a m for 
this new system; I expect in time to take 
the bars off every window in the institu- 
tion. 
I have already taken the bars off 
one building. 
The effect will be psycho- 
logical. 
If there is nothing there to re- 
mind the patient of the fact that he is 
held in, there will not be the temptation 
to Jump.

What Railroads Are Doing. 


Figures were submitted by Louis L. 
Bart showing what is being done in the 
transportation end of the city's busi- 
ness. 


The Lake Erie and Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern roads employ 175, 
paying them monthly $10,000. The biisi- 
ness of the company has doubled during 
the last five years here and tripled dur- 
ing the last ten. Ten thousand seven 
hundred and thirty car loads of freight 
are received for consumption 
in the 
city, and 2,646 are shipped out. The 
annual ticket receipts of the company 
at the office here net $125,000. 


The 
Fort 
Wayne 
division of the 
Nickel Plate employs 307 men, paying 
annual wages 
aggregating $172,590.72. 
During the year 
8,016 car loads of 
freight are received for use in the city, 
and 4,203 shipped out. The Chicago di- 
vision of the road employes 146 men, 
paying them annually $224,394.16, this 
figure being for the last year, 
which 
was below the normal according to the 
report. The monthly pay roll given by 
the company is $18,699.15. The average 
wage a month for each employe is giv- 
en as $118. The annual ticket sale of 
the Nickel Plate office here is $85,000.

GAMEJEPARTMENT 


Work in Indiana Has Been 
Developed Within the 
Past Few Years. 


(By Willis S. Thompson.) 


Indianapolis, Aug. -;.—The 
biennial 
report of the fisheries and game depart- 
ment is being distributed, covering the 
vrork of 1913 and 1914. In the preface, 
which is written by Preston H. Miles, 
ho says: "My father (George William 
Miles), whose work I have reported in 
the following pages, passed away De- 
cember 28, 1U14. To succeed him, Gov- 
ernor Samuel M. Ralston appointed Mr. 
Eugene C, Shireman, whose home is at 
Martinsville. 
Mr. Shireman 
assumed 
active charge of the office immediately." 


The work of tiiis department has been 
largely developed within the past few 
years, the task being propagation as 
well as protection. In the propagation 
of fish the state has the active and lib- 
eral co-operation of the federal gov- 
ernment. 
The three fish hatcheries of 
the state are at Brookville, Wawasee 
and Tri-Lakfes, and the operations have 
been largely confined to the hatching 
and planting of bass and pike-perch. 
Other hatchings have been small and 
experimental. Of black bass the Brook- 
ville hatchery in 1914 distributed to the 
streams and lakes 
87,100, 
Wawasee 
planted 68,250 and Tri-Lakes 
14,.365. 
The same year the government supplied 
7,5010,000 pike-perch eggs which were all 
taken to Tri'-Lakes. 
From these there 
were hatched and 
planted 
6,450,000 
healthy fish. 


Considerable attention is given in the 
report to the extent and value of fresh 
water mussels in Indiana. 
For in- 
stance, during the two years, says the 
report, "there were taken 
from ten 
miles of river, 
including 
the 
Buck 
Shoals country on the east fork of the 
Wliite, twenty-two car iQads, twenty 
tons to the car, which were sold at aln 
average of $22 per ton. These were all 
fchipped to the button factory at Rock- 
port." 


In 1014 the button factory at Shoals 
bought a thousand tons of these shells, 
and between Haj'sville and Shoals there 
were gathered and sold more than an- 
other thousand tons. Summarizing, the 
report says: 


"The money paid to fishermen, who 
are largely farmers, during the two 
years, for raw shells, 
was probably 
$] 25,000. The mother of pearl products 
would increase this probably by one- 
fcurth. The value of the pearls would 
perhaps be greater than that of the raw 
shells. ' It appears then, 
the mussel 
fishing, pearling and shell product in- 
dustries during two years have yield- 
ed a quarter of a mihion to the state 
of Indiana." 


Commenting upon the number and 
size of lakes in Indiana, in which fish 
are planted from the state hatcheries, 
the report shows that Kosciusko and 
Steuben cotmties have respectively 9,- 
900 and 9,773 acres of inland lakes, 
lliat the whole area of inland lakes in 
the state covers 47,168 acres. 
Includ- 
ed in this axe 176 separate lakes which 
are enumerated each with its separate 
acreage. 


In the financial report the . license 
fees paid ante the state for the two 
years, for ¡himting and fishing, amount- 
ed in 1913 to $59,600, and in 1914 to 
$81,888, a total in the two years of 
$141,488. 


Bittler Is Busy. 


George A. Bittler, who long before 
he was state treasurer, was one of the 
eflfective boosters for the Indiana Dem- 
ocratic club, is one of the busiest mem- 
bers of tl^at organization. 
Represent- 
ing that part of the state outside of 
Indianapolis he was one of the persons 
who made the ownership of the present 
club home possible. Now that he knows 
it was a profitably investment for all 
who put their-money into the 
stock 
which was sold to purchase the build- 
ing and grounds, he has kept "at the 
campaign until he has seen started the 
work of remodeling and enlarging to ac- 
commodate the increased membership. 


When Mr. Bittler was working from 
Fort Wayne as a private citizen he was 
just as much enthused as he is since 
hla election as state treasiirer in see- 
ing the organization a leader among 
the capital city clubs. While it has be- 
come necessary to enlarge the building 
to meet the growth he has impressed 
upon his associates the fact that there 
arc a good many democrats throughout 
the state who would be glad''to become 
members of the club and make it their 
headquarters when in Indianapolis, so 
a plan is being formulated 
to offer 
some sort of inducements for these per- 
sons to take memberships.

Ottawa, Canada, Aug. 3.—What, 
in 
plain figures, has our neighbor, the vast 
dominion of Canada, England's western 
world possession, 
actually 
done, 
and 
what more can she actually do in serv- 
itig the mother country imder the terrific 
shock of the European conflict? 


To afford an answer to this question 
which should be fully authoritative and 
illuminating for the people of the Uni- 
<ed States (for whom they have great 
friendship), the heads of the Canadian 
government here have placed at my dis- 
I'osal a complete synopsis 
of official 
records which will come as a distinct 
surprise to most Americans. 
For they 
show that the quiet folks across our 
northern frontier have contributed, and 
are prepared further to contribute, in 
sensational 
amounts, of men, 
money, 
merchandise and munitions, not to men- 
tion the vast quantities of foodstuffs 
and coal they have sent across the gray 
seas to England, 
Defense Preparations Began Before War 
Started. 


Canada' s preparations for defense do 
not begin, I was amazed to find, at the 
beginning of the war! 
Inst^d. 
they 
commenced on the very definite date of 
January 12, 1914. On that day the dep- 
T'ty ministers of the following depart- 
rrents met in conference; militia and 
defense, naval service, justice, customs, 
postoffice, railways, 
marine 
and fish- 
eiies. and with them, as joint secretaries, 
were Alajor Gordon Hall, director 
of 
military operations, and Lieut. R. M. 
Stephens, director of gunnery. 
A plan 
of defense, should the empire be as- 
saulted, was mapped out and forwarded 
to London; each other British possession 
doing the same, the whole being incor- 
porated into a "war book." 


"The taking of these 
precautionary 
measures," said Premier Borden of Can- 
ada, "proved most fortunate, as, on re- 
ceipt of intelligence of the serious situ- 
ation in Europe, this government found 
itself in a position to take, without the 
slightest delay, such action as the exi- 
gencies of the moment demanded, con- 
currently with his majesty's government 
and with sister dominions of the em- 
pire." 


^^^lat does Sir Robert sum up in the 
words, "Such action as the exigencies 
of the moment demanded?" 
In other 
words, exactly what did Canada do? 
The official records show that she did 
these remarkable things—and quite un- 
realized by America in their lump mas- 
feiveness: 


As to men: 
Within six weeks of the 
outbreak of the war, she, at her own 
expense, raised, equipped, 
transported 
and maintained across the seas a force 
of 33,000 men. 
She has now .TO,000 able 


The heart of Canada's 
government— 
the parliament building at Ottawa; and 
her war premier, Sir Robert Borden. 


men at tfie front; 50,000 more in Eng- 
land and 50,000 in active training in th^e 
Canadian camps—a number 
which is 
kept constantly in the dominion, 
the 
overflow being dispatched abroad from 
time to time. 
Not Only Men, But Money, Merchandise 
and Munitions Poured Across the 
Seas. 


As to money: 
From the outbreak of 
the war in August until March 31,1015, 
Canada's war expenses totalled $60,000,- 
000. 
For the present fiscal year, April 


1, 1915, to March 31, 1915, her estimated 
expenses (oflicial) will be $150,000,000 
more, a sum reckoned 
so as to pro- 
vide for equipping and maintaining a 
total force this year of'at least 150,000 
men at a cost of $1,000 a man. 


Besides this Canada has raised what 
she calls her patriotic fund which now 
amounts to about $4,000,000. 
It was 
Rubscribed to by rich and poor alike and 
is to be used to help defray the expenses 
of the families of soldiers who have 
gone to the front. 


As to mimitions: 
The dominion has 
announced to the imperial government 
that it is prepared to place all its indus- 
trial plants on a complete "war basis" 
and already $400,000,000 worth of war 
munition orders are being turned oiit in 
Canada, and there are no labor disputes 
to mar the record of Canadian patriot- 
ism. 


As to merchandise: 
The first week of 
the war the Canadian people presented 
to the imperial government, the records 
show, a gift of 98,000,000 
pounds 
of 
flour, to be used to steady the price of 
this greatest of all national necessities. 
In addition the following gifts 
have 
been made publicly, although 
millions 
have been made privately and no record 
kept: 


Alberta, 500,000 
bushels 
of 
oats; 
Nova Scotia, 100,000 tons of coal: Que- 
bec, 4,000,000 pounds of cheese; Prince 
Edward island. 100,000 bushels of oats; 
Ontario, 250,000 hags of 
flour:

katchewan, 1,500 horses, valued at $2.50,- 
000: New Brunswick, 100,000 bushels of 
potatoes; British Columbia, 25.000 cases 
of canned salmon; Manitoba, 4,900,000 
pounds of flour. 


Of how much more, fn this prolonged 
world war, is Canada capable—Canada, 
which has already publicly sent 150,000 
.•=oldiers, $210,000i000 in money; $400,- 
000,000 in munitions and untold wealth 
in flour, foodstuffs, coal and clothing 
and has raised 
a $4,000,000 "patriotic 
fund"? 
Lcoking Ahead to Aid England to Full- 
est Extent. 


That is the great question her minis- 
ters are at present engaged in solving 
here in Ottawa—mobilizing 
the total 
resources of the dominion and putting 
them down in black and white in order 
that they may scientifically deduce ex- 
actly how much can be drawn from them 
to aid England to the fullest possible 
extent. Here are the figures thev face:

the 
niany discouraging signs to the profes- 
sional political calamity howleis who 
are training their lungs for the. cam- 
paign of 1915 is the announcement of 
Oswald Stahn, clerk of the state's free 
employment bureau—that he cannot se- 
cure men to fill good positions which he 
advertises. 
Of course no one pretends 
to say that business in this or any oth- 
er coimtry at the present time is nor- 
mal, or that all men are employed. At 
the same time all over this and other 
states there is a vast improvement over 
a few months ago. 


Jobs are being announced every day, 
Mr. Stahn says, and he finds a scarcity 
of men to take them. 
The fact that 
the Indianapolis newspapers have freely 
announced in the news columns, under 
display heads, that these places are va- 
cant and waiting for men to fin them, 
has not served in the least to relieve 
the situation. 
At the same time this 
is going on, one finds lots of so-called 
politicians, who are really and truly out 
of political jobs, and who will teU of 
the suflFering. among thomands of un- 
employed, 
greatly 
exaggerating 
the 
facts. 


Among the ^ positions announced the 
other day was an order from one firm 
in Detroit calling for forty men. The 
company placing the order has been 
working two shifts of forty men each 
ten hours a day.

LANDLORD HAS A 


TOUGUIME OF IT 


Easier for Tenant to Ob- 


serve Moratorium Than 


to Pay in Paris. 


Paris, July 
25.—(Correspondence or 


the Associated Press.)—For the fourth 
time since the beginning of the war the 
hopes of Parisian landlords have been 
deferred by the extension of the. period 
for the payment of obligations. 
The 


average tenant finds it easier to ob- 
serve the moratorium than to pay. JThe 
tax collector knows 
no 
moratorium, 


however, and the corner grocer nnrl_ the 
butcher nre doing business on a strictly 
ca&h basis, so the man whose Parisian 
estate brings him in only what he re- 
quires to live on is worse off thnn the 
man who hns no property at nil. The 
latter mny npply to some of the relief 
organizations: the owner of nn apart- 
ment house, however, would be turned 
away. 
Out of a. total of 80.044 apartment, 


houses in Paris, according to the cen- 
sus of 1011. 67.723 brought, in n total 
revenue of less than $2.4(10 yearly, while 
47.,>ri(> produced a net, income 
of less 


than $1,200 n. year. Nearly every one 
of the buildings bringing an income of 
.f-MOO or less are inhabited by families 
tiiat pnv less than $200 a year rent

While the, moratorium decree allows 


landlords to pursue the 
collection of 


rents in case the tenant, is able to pay, 
the burden of proof is upon them and 
is so difficult that almost wherever it 
is tried the result is only an accumu- 
lation of costs on top of the accumu- 
lated rent. 


No one, pays rent willingly, even if 


they are able to do so, for the reason 
that most of the modestly situated ten- 
ants expect n compromise, imposed by 
law, in the end, as wns done after the 
war of 1870-71. 


"My neighbor doesn't pay," they say, 


"because he wants tu get the benefit 
of any reduction that inay be made in 
the end; if I pay and a compromise is 
effected after the war, the landlord cer- 
tainly won't return me any money." 


It is proposed that, the city and the 


stnte each assume a share of this ac- 
cumulated burden, while requiring the 
landlords to make concessions on their 
part, excepting in the case of tenants 
who are well able to pay. Rome land- 
lords anticipating such 
intervention, 


have either reduced or remitted entirely 
the rentals of some of their tenants.
